HOW HE SAOOE AN ITALIAN SHEEP-
HERDER FROM A TREE AND EAT HIM
UP.

It is sai® that the hesrs are hecom-
ing troublesome in the foothilla of the
Sierras, and many reporta bave been
recaived of thoir dopredations in the
valleys and upon the ranches naar
Lake Bigler. A resident of that sec-
tion recently brought the inteiligence
to Virginia City of the killing by a
grizzly of an Itelian sheep-herder
named Lulgi Barmetto. It appears
thkat Barmetto was missing for about
twa days, and on Sunday morn-
ing two men named Marston
and Wardrup started out to
search for him. They followed up
the main canyon for about three miles,
and turned up & ravine coming in
from the south, Marston taking one
eide and Wardrup the other, some
marks at the mouth of the ravine
leading them to believe that Barmet-
to had gone in that direction.  After
about two hours’ search, Marston
shouted to his companion, who seram-
bled across the ravine and hurried in
the direction of the sound. In a
small opening, not far from a large
pile of rocks, Marston was standing
almost unnerved by terror, pale and
trembling. A few bones, shreds of
clothing, a larce tuft of curly, black
Lrirand a shoe were scattered abont
the ground, ghastly evidences of the
herrible fate that had overtsken the
unfortunate Italian, The
MANNER IN WHICH HE MET HIS DEATH
Was plain, At one side of the open-
ing was a {ree about the sizeof a
man's leg, the bark of which was torn
to shreds at least eight feet from the
ground, one of the lower limbs being
ripped off also. The ground about
the roots was loose, showing that some
animal of tremendous strength had
shaken the tree and bent it over,
What this animal had been was only
too plainly indicated by the enormous
footprints near the tree and in two
or thres soft spots of ground in the
opening. The Italian had undoubtedly
encountered a large grizzly and
climbed the tree to escape the mon-
ster. The chambers of his pistol,
which was found by Wardrup about
ten feet from the tree, were empty,
showing that he had defended himself
as well as he could, cr perhaps that he
considered himself safe in the tres,
and had enraged the hear by firing at
him. The latter proposition seems to
be the most probable. Whatever the
cause of the animal's rage, he had
gragsped the tree in his giant arms
and shaken it with such fury as to
throw the Italian to the ground,where
the infuriated and perhaps famished
monster, made short and bloody work
of the poor fellow.  Wardrup asserts
that the tracks of the bear were the
largest that he had everseen, and that
two outside toes of one foot were
missing.

OLD BRIN'S WORK,

When the two men discovered this,
it occurred to them that a feroecious
grizzly called Old Brin might ba in the
vicinity, snd knowing, from many
tales, the ferocity of this gigantic
bear, they made the best speed pos-
eible cut of the woods, taking with
them the tuft of curly hair as a mo-
mento of the horrible fate of Lmnizi
Barmetta, Wardrup's belief that Old
Brin was the particular bea=, is per-
haps correct, as a communication to
The Caraon Appeal, fromJohn Hemp-
hall, of Small's Staticn, indicates that
the old boy is still alive, and has
an appetite unimpaired, Mr. Hemp-
hall says: *‘I see by The Reno Gazette
that Old Brin, the biggest grizzly that
ever ronmed the woods, is dead. Now
I know better, because last winter I
took a shot at him about three miles
ahove Cascade lake. I only fired one
shot, and as he turned I lit out, not
caring for a row with him. I kpewit
was Old Brin, becauso his track shos-
ed that two outside toes were gone, he
having been caught in a trap in 1862,
I haven't seen him since, and, to be
plain, I don't want to.” Here is a
splendid opportunity tor some of our
San KFranciseo grizzly huntera to make
themselves famous. Let them sally
out into the Sierras and take Old
Brin's scalp.

THE NIGETMARE OF WAR.
GRAPHIC SEETCH OF ONE SIMPLE MOVE
ON THE CHESS-DOARD OF THE BATTLE

FIELD.

As we formed in line with the cool,
green woods at our backs, the birds
were singing, the batterflies fluttering
about on erratic wing, and a cow
stood nnder a tree to our right and
lazily chewed her cud and switched
away the flies.
¢ It was mid-summer, and the ecene
was 80 quiet and peaceful that our
eves would have grown sleepy had
we not known that ten minutes more
was to change it into a raging hell.
In the woods behind us we could hear
the tramp of regiments and brigades—
in the forest acroms the peaceful
meadow, the regiments and brigades
of the enemy were coming into posi-
tion. One could have croesed the
meadow and scarcely notice any of the
praparations for the bloody struggle
ready to begin. -

Now came the dreadful eilence
which always falls upon an army just
before the flame of destruction is
lichted. It is this silenca that makes
men turn pale and tremble. TE it
last only five minutes it seems & whole
day. There is no loud talk—no words
of jest. The most reckless man feels
the weight of that ominous silence.
If the line 13 to be dressed the order
is given in a low voice, and the men
stepsoftly. The horses feel the im-
pression as well as the men. Some
move uneasily about—others stand
perfectly quiet, ears pointed forward,
and eyes searching the woods beyond.

“Orash! Bang! Roar!”

The opening of the battle comes as
suddealy as a thunder clap, and there
is o movament of relief up and down
the lines. The spell is broken in an
instant, and mon and horses are anx-
1ous to move. The songs of birds are
replaced by the roar of guns, the
sleepy haze in the air gives way to a
cloud ¢f smoke, and peace stands
sghast as the murderous shells strike
in olid lines and scatter men or [rag-
ments of men over the grass and even
among the limbs of the trees.

We are ready to move, but weetand
a1 1f on parade. The brigade on the
l=ft swinga eut and the one to the
right is slowly hidden by the amoke.
Bullets are singing over our heads and
throwing up the dirt in front, but we
are held there until the curses of the
men become loud and deep.

All of a sudden the roar 13 in-
cressed. The enemy has planted a
battery on the hill to our lelt, and is
plunging shot and shell into the flank
of the troops on our right., Diwn
our front sweeps an svalanche ot de-
straction, clesring our own lines but
shattering others beyond.

Now we move and change front to
face the battery. The line in front of
us stalks grimly into the smoke, and
the line hehind us makes its presence
known by a steady trampl tramp!
tramp! One cannot tell whether it is
a single regiment or a whole brigade
moving off to charge the battary, for
the smoke has now drifted down upon
us until the tenth man to the right or
left can barely be counted. We can
hear no order, but the line gces
straizht ahead until clear of a dip in
tie meadow, and then it suddenly
epriogs forward. Men cheer, but in
tkat awfal roar the voice cf a man
eould rot ba ! eard ten feet away.

Men fall to the right and left. The
lice stumbles over corpees as it hue-

vies on. Thera are flashes in the
smoke cloud, terrible explosions in
the air, and men are stepped on or

lpaped over as they throw up their
| arms and fall on the graes and scroam

outin agony of mortal wound. Itisa
I nightmara of death. The rank and
file hear no ordere, see no officers, and
yot they push on, tho line now dressed
a8 if on parade—again bent like a
crawling serpent, Bayonets are fixed,
but we ara right on the guns before
we gee our enemy. No one has an
order to give, and no order conld be
hesrd. The line moves ahead or falls
bsck as it wers contenlied by a lever,
and yet no one can see how. Each
man acts for himself, and yet all act
together.

‘There is a struggle over the guns,
Men are shot and bayoneted as they
ram home the charges. 'The guns are
dischared upon struggling masses not
ten fest from the muzzles. Now cur
lines retreat, Why so we cannot tell.
A dozan of us sre fighting over a field
piece—shooting, stabbing and club-
bing—hut we fell back and reform,
Half of the guns are silent, but the
others are pouring grape into us across
a space not 300 feet wide. No ome
seems to give any orders, bnt all at
once our line moves forward with a
cheer. No one sees his right or left
hani man. Fora time each man ia
alone. The line bends back—doubles
up—straightens out—surces ahead—
falls back—springs forward, and again
we are among the field pleces.  Bay-
onets and sabres clash. Muskets are
clubbed to deal blows after bayonets
are broken. There is & terrible roar
—a thick smoke—a constant cheering,
and the horrible nightinare furces one
man to etiack a dozen.

Ah! what is this? All at once there
is & lull _ Menlook ronnd in astonish-
ment. Wounds unnflelt five minutes
ago begin to bring groans now. What
has happened! Thesmoke drifts away
and the explanation is at hand. We
have captured the guns and killed,
captured or routed the regiment of
infantry in support. It wasa bayonet
charze, resisted by bayonets, and we
have won. There are ten acres of
meadew covered with dead and
wounded—with  knapsacks, haver-
sacks, canteens, muskets and swords,
and yet it was only a simple move on
the cliess hoard of the battle field.
The guns are turned on the enemy,
our lines re-formed in the rear, and
men ask if it is really so that we
stalked in the shadow of death for
half an hour, Itsesms like a dream;
it might ba a dream but for the awfal
gights all round us—but for the awful
cries coming up from the wounded as
thirst and pain do their dreadful work.

Sixth. The certifiod returns from each
ward and precinct, together with the bal-
lots, poll-hsts, tally-sheets and the regis-
tration lists, properly sealed, shull be de-
livered to the secretary of the conunty com-
mittee within thirty-six hours after the
primary election has been held, and these
returns shall L by him opened in the pres.
ence of the executive committee on the
28th day of August, at 10n. m.
